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Claim Objections 

Claim 1 1 objected to because of the following informalities: The abbreviation 
"LCD" must first be spelled out. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 13 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding claim 13, the term "radiophonic" is not in the Merriam-Webster Online 
Dictionary. Examiner cannot determine the precise meaning of this term. For 
purposes of further examination Examiner will assume radio frequency as a substitute 
term. 

Claim 14 recites "remote communication resources that depend on the 
calculator". There is no discussion or illustration of this dependency in the specification 
and drawings. Examiner considers one having ordinary skill would not understand the 
functional relationship between the remote communication resource and the calculator 
from this description. For purposes of further examination the term "depend" will not be 
considered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 8, 9, 12-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Nichols (US Patent 6,369,755). 

Nichols discloses device including mobile station 31 which may be considered a 
tag as in the instant invention. 

EDM responder 35 is a reference marker which may be a reflector 51 as in the 
instant invention alternative. 

Station 31 includes SATPS processor 39 which may be a global positioning 
system (column 10 lines 37-42, column 10 line 49 to column 11 line 6). Examiner 
considers this device in operation will inherently have memory loaded with information 
describing the position of the station including its reflective marker. 

Communication antenna 41 is a remote information communication mechanism 
using radio waves as in the instant invention alternative. 

Instrument station 11 includes electronic distance measuring (EDM) equipment 
19 which is a measuring device. The digital theodolite therein has an optical encoder 
which determines distance and angle between the station 11 and the remote station 31 
which is considered a measurement operation calculator as in the instant invention. 

Data link subsystem 64 is a remote communication resource connected to the 
communication device in the remote station 31. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
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The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 

USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 

obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

Claims 10 and 11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Nichols (US Patent 6,369,755) in view of Pippin (US Patent 6,278,402). 

Nichols as applied above lacks the remote GPS includes an LCD display. 

Teaches a remote "GPS receiver 26 that may include a low noise amplifier 88, 
and a hand-held unit display 74 (such as an LCD display, an LED display, or other 
displays as are known in the art)" 

It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to provide the remote GPS with an LCD so a user holding the 
device my advantageously know his position.
